2..As Jealoufy is generally more Tormenting in 
Married than Single Perfons, fo in Them it isa {ul- 
picion, that they are Injur'd in the Groffelt Man- 
ner, are Affronted in the Laft degree, are Wound. 
ed in the Lendreft part. In Them ir is a torturing 
Sufpicion, rhac their Second Self has Treacheroufly 
Berray'd them, that their Bofom-Friend has {tab’d 
them to the Heart. 

3. In fuch it is a Sufpicion alfo,that a third Perfon 
has Infulred them, has Triumph‘a over them ; thar 
even an Enemy ( for fuch are all They, that Villa- 
noufly Rival the Nuptial Bed) that even an Ene- 
my has Humbled them in the Vileft Manner, 

4. In Thefe itis an aggravated Sufpicion, that 
the Objet of their Love has been Infulred too, 
has been Triumph'’d over, has been Humbled to 
a Level with the Brutal World. For what are the 
buc Brures, whoareremprted by a Brutal Luft to 
Violate the Sacred Obligation of their Marriage- 
Vow, to Profticute both their Own and their Con. 
forts Honor. 

And too often Jealoufy is attended with other 
wracking Circamftances ; namely, where the Jea- 
lous Perion is at a great Uncertainty, whether the 
(hildren, that call um Farher, are his Own or no;

ther, and Beftow his Subftance upon the Product 
of an Enemy.

And now we reed not be furpriz’d, thar Jea- 
loufy thou’d be fometimes fo Exquifirely Torment- 
ing, fince in {ome ir engages almoft all the Paffi- 
ons of the Soul, But where it engages Fewer 
Pafficns, there it is more or lefs Tormenting, ac- 
cording as thofe Fewer Paifions are more or lefs 
Predominant in the Jealous Perfons. 

But if it be enquird, why Jealoufy, which is no 
more than a Sulpicion, is {emetimes of a more Tor- 
menting Nature than even Certain Knowledg. to 
this we an!wer, that when we have Certain Know- 
ledg of the Fact, we are then arr’.'d at the Ne
